Johnson admitted the maneuver, 
heretofore unUled In the council, 
was designed to transfer the dlspuU> 
to the assembly without automatlc- 
aUy killing the Balkans subsidiary 
Investigating commission now pa- 
Uolllns the borders of Greece and 
Albania, Bulgaria and Yusotlavla.

The alerted area 
contains some of the southH most 
populous and historic clUcs— Day- 
tona Beach. Jacksonville, Brunswick, 
Savaimata, Charleston and WUmlns- 
ton. Itifl storm center at noon was 
400 miles cast-southeast of Vero 
Beach, moving between west-north- 
west and northwest.' 

Grady Norton, chief forecaster In 
the weather bureau's storm wamlns 
service, sold the alert Is not intend- 
ed to spread alarm, but only to ad- 
vise persons In the area to plan for 
the potslblUty of a hurricane and 
to keep Informed of advisories. He 
confidently predicted a northward 
recurve which would end the dan- 
ger. 

Norton sold the storm Is sUll trav- 
eling o course between west- north- 
west and a northwestward at 13 
to 14 .m Ilea an hour. 

"It Is getting too close to the coast 
tor comfort, but the probability of 
a northward {um Is still strong," 
he said.

Formal Peace Starts 
For Nazis' Satellites 

PARIS, Sept. 15 (/F) — Formal peace comes tonight to the 
five defeated European satellites of nuzi Germany. 

Ceremonies in Paris and Moscow signalized the end of afi 
era for Italy, Finland, Hungary, Bulgaria and Romania. 

The deposit of documents ratifying the peace treaties 
marked the final step in winding up for those five countries 
the war which Germany started eight years ago. Representa- 
tives of the United States, Soviet Russia, Britain and France 
deposited the instruments for the Itolian treaty with the 
French government and fixed 
midnight Greenwich mean 
time (5 p.m. MST) as the of- 
ficial hour for beginning of 
the peace.

WiU Start This Week 

OGDEN, Sept 15 (/f)— Harvesting of an all-time record 
crop of sugar beets by farmers In Idaho, Oregon and Utah, 
who grow beets for the Amalgamated Sugar company, wIU 
begin this week in -the Boise valley, it Is announced todtiy 
by H. A. Bonning, president of the company. Total yield 
from the thrco states is expected to roach approximately 
1,837,000 tons. 

The company's hvo largest factories at Nyssa, Ore., and 
Nampa, Ida., will bo the first plants opojicd for the long beet 
slicing campaign, which Is 
expected to run for about 155 
days. These two mills will be- 
gin operation Tuesday. 

Barvostlng In the Twin PalLi, 
Burley and Rupert areas will begin 
10 da>'s or two weeks later than In 
the Boise valley and factories in 
theae three towns are scheduled for 
opening the week ot Sept. 33, Tho 
company's factory at Lewlston In 
Cache county. Utah, will begin 
about Oct. I. 

New, continuous dlffusors, similar 
to the one which operated last year 
at Nyssa, have been Installed at 
Nampa and Twin Falls, and will In-, 
crease the dally slicing capacity of 
these two factories by 15 per cent, 
according to Bennlng, Five huge 
bulk sugar storage bins with a cap- 
acity of nearly BOO.DOO bags have 
been Installed at tha Twin TMa 
plant. 

Mechanical harvestlns will play 
a larger role In the beet fields than 
ever before by utUlcatlon of mach- 
ines which dls. top and load tho 
beets. A new device called a "beat- 
er," which whips tho leaves off tha 
beet], wUl also- be used to some tt- 
tent In the Nyssa-Nampa district.

"Light Damages" 
Seen From Frost 

Froit which visited Maglo Valley 
this momins may have damased 
some bean fields, but no other dam- 
age Is expected, an early survey' 
showed this morning. 

The temperature dropped to 30 In 
Twin Falls to leave a light blanket 
ot frost on the ground. 

Only beans expected to be dam- 
aged by the frost are those which 
have been cut already. Pods lying 
on the top ot stacked beans are 
easily damaged by front. In uncut 
fields, the frost would kUI th( 
leaves, leaving bean pods undamag- 
ed but causing them to ripen faster. 

The real danger, where beans are 
conoemed, lies In what hasn't hap- 
pened yet. If last night's frost Is 
followed by more frost and lower 
temperatures In the next week, then 
heavy damage may result.

Baker said the consumer potato 
grades, ns distinguished from com- 
mercial grades, was published Just a 
week ago. He said the request for 
the grades, which set up restrictions 
In sizes and quality In consumer 
quantities, cume from consumer 
groups and generally are apposed by 
the large shipper groups except In 
Idaho and Maine. 

Baker said shippers and growers 
mny voice their protests and make 
tuBEeatlons before the grades be- 
came effective BO dsya hence. It 
protests are too numerous, hearings 
may be scheduled, 

Houaewlres Aaiurcd 

■TlieM) grades,' snld Baker, "os- 
suro Itouiewlves of exactly what 
they are settlnB. The potatoes would 
be sized tor bakers, boilers and other 
groups." 

He re to tore, potatoes have been 
shipped In commercial or warehouse 
Rrudes. The consumer grades would 
be more restrictive as to slie, clean- 
liness and visible detects. 

Baker said the proposed grades 
are permissive and not mandatory. 

The Idaho potato coordtnatlng 
committee has under discussion the 
cstabllahment of consumer grades.
